Tenor of His Repor to Presi- 


dent Kept Secret 


NOT FRIENDLY TO CASTEO, 


Who, the Minister Declares, Has Ac- 


cumulated a Fortune la Two Years 


i on » Comparatively Meagre Salary. 
I Revolution Possible Within a Year 


Can Juan, P. K., April 12.—The Scor- 


pion, with Minister Loomis of Venezu- 
ela on board, arrived here yesterday. 
Mr. Loomis sailed for the United States 
in the afternoon by the steamer Car- 
acas. He emphatically declined to dis- 
close the nature of his report to Presi- 
dent McKinley, but judging from cas- 
ual remarks which h« let fall, be is 
evidently quite antagonistic to Presi- 
dent Castro. He said that the latter's 
salary was §12,000 a year, but that he 
bad laid up $2,000,000 in the last two 
yean. 


Vresident Castro has fceen working 


for the recall of Mr. Loomis ever since 
the minister persisted in collecting the 
'American claim of $100,000, a year ago. 
The ill feeling then created has in 
creased month by month, as the asphalt 
controversy, the revocation of the Ori- 
noco company's concessions and the 
treatment of Ignacio Baiz, United States 
consular agent at Barcelona, would il- 
lustrate. 


"President Castro told the Vene- 


zuelans," said Mr. Loomis, "that they 
and the Europeans in Trinidad were at 
liberty to seize claims in the Orinoco 
district on land previously ceded to 
Americans. 
It was evidently his in- 


tention to enibnrass the United States 
government, and to force it to make 
armed demonstrations, such as would 
possibly lead to trouble with foreign na- 
tions, owing to the large German and 
British coiuruercal interests on the 
coast. 


"The Venezuelan constitutional con- 


rention elected Castro provisional pres- 
ident until autumn, when there will be 
an electon for an eight-year term. Gen- 
eral Andmde will not be prefident, but 
his friends are working, and a revolu- 
tion is possible in the course of a year. 
He is now at Caracao awaiting develop- 
ments.

prietors exhibit it would support them. 
Otherwise there must be an overflow of 
population so densely is the little island 
peopled.

makes the even pressure of its rural 
population the more maiked. 


In support of Mr. Allen's view of tbe

For a month or more we have heard 


undertone 
discussion regarding the 


possible next mayor of North Adams 
In which Majwr Wilkinson has been 
regarded as a practically sure aspir- 
ant for a third term. "We do not know 
Mayor Wilkinson's private mind butwa 
know that Mr. Wilkinson is a man of 
sense. Knowing that, we have sufficient 
to guide us. In fact it was our knowl- 
edge of Mr. Wilkinson's jrood sense 
that influenced us to so warmly sun- 
port him for mayor on his first and 
second nomination for the office. His 
first year's administraBon gave us in- 
increased confidence in him and ra- 
•ulted in his re-election by a majority 
that stands as a record in our history 
as a city. We do not suppose for a mo- 
ment, and we cannot think of anyone 
else supposing it. that a man of Mr. 
Wilkinson's judgment could, to satisfy 
an extreme ambition, strive to becotne 
"a third-term mayor and in the striv- 
ing undo all of the splendid record go 
far earned and so freely acknowledged 
by an admiring public. 


There is no love for a third term 


in North Adams and all of us might as 
well grant it now as in the future.

• should regret, it much and feel keenly 
disappointed, indeed, if he should show 
a lack of balance in this resaect since 
we have 
found him so 
accurately 


poised in ail other respects. But a man 
of Mr. Wilkinson's ripened Judgment 
is not going to make any such error. 
We are confident that this third-term 
talk may be at once stopped. Only two 
years ago we had «ome experience with 
it when Mayor Cady's friends talked 
third-term with some vigor. The r«sull 
t\ as no* promising to third-term am- 
bitions.

which had been committed it was with 
! great difficulty that Russian concur- 


rence could be secured. In all discus- 
sions Russia" posed as the special 
friend of China, actuated by a disin- 
terested desire not to press the Chi- 
nese too severely in1 the matter of ex- 
acting damages for injuries done. This 
policy, which at times was- pushed so 
far as to threaten the rupture Of the 
conference of the allied powers, was 
freely advertised to the world, so that 
the Russians were made to appear as 
representatives of a nation upon' which 
China could Confidently depend, while 
the other foreigners were entirely un- 
worthy of confidentee."— Boston Herald

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NEW CLERK AND CARRIER 


Requests Made for Additions to Post. 


Office Force 


Postmaster Darby has completed and 


forwarded to Washington the report 
of the local postofflce for the quarter 
ending March 3\, together with a re- 
quest for another clerk in the office. 
The year for determining the salaries 
and number of clerks -n offices closes 
with this quarter and a decided in- 
crease in' the business 'of the local of- 
fice gives room for confidence that an- 
other clerk will be allowed. The bus- 
iness of the office for the year which 
closed March 31 was $33,018.06, while 
the business of the preceding year was 
$31,217.47, the increase for the year be- 
insr nearly $2000. 


The business for the quarter just 


closed was $8,913.74, with one exception 
the largest quarter in the history of 
the office. A single very large order 
brought the business of the corres- 
ponding quarter a year ago.about $100 
more than the last quarter, but the 
other three quarters of the year rank- 
ed considerably higher. The quarter 
just before Christmas, usually the 
largest of the year> ,was $8,873.40, while 
the two previous quarters were $7,270.- 
23 and $7,960.69. 


There is also a vory large increase 


in the money 'order business of the 
office, which has always been large 
in proportion to the total business done 


It is believed in view of this report, 


that a new clerk will be gran'ted to the 
local 'office, the need of another being 
strongly felt. A request for another 
carrier is also to be made within a 
short,time, and it is hoped that both 
these requests will be granted.

Should Be Appointed Provincial 
Governor—Adi Ice Fioju a Filipino. 
Aguinaldo is held as a prisoner of 


\var and will be so treated, says the 
Washington correspondent of the New 
York World, Secretary Root said the 
other day that nothing definite will be 
decided upon until recommendations 
are received from General MacArthur. 


Senator Hawley, who had a long talk 


with the president, said he believed 
Aguiiialdo should be sent to Guan or 
some other secluded place and careful- 
ly guarded so he could not communi- 
cate with his followers. 


Senator Elkins said Agulnaldo should 


be secluded so that it would be impos- 
sible for him to give further inspira- 
tion to the rebellion. Civilization, he 
said, had passed beyond the point 
where execution was thought to be 
necessary in such eases. 


Ex-Representative Walker of Massa- 


chusetts said it was like the capture 
of Jeff Davis. The question was what 
to clo with him. He thought the best 
thing would be to banish Aguinaldo to 
England or anywhere, under promise 
that he would stay where sent and not 
communicate with the Filipinos. 


Aguinaldo is held under article 49, 


section 3, of general orders No. 100, 
issued April 24, 1803, which reads as 
follows: - 


"A prisoner of war is a public enemy 


armed or attached to the hostile army 
for active aid who has fallen Into the 
hands of the captor, either fighting, or 
wounded, on the field or in the hos- 
pital, by individual surrender or by 
capitulation. 
All soldiers of whatever 


species of arms; all men who belong to 
the rising en masse of the hostile coun- 
try; all those who are attached to the 
army for its efficiency and promote di- 
rectly the object of the war, except 
such as hereinafter provided for; all 
disabled men or officers on the field 01- 
elsewhere if captured; all enemies 
who have thrown away their arms and 
asked for quarter, afre prisoners of 
war and as such espos'ed to the incon- 
veniences as well as entitled to the 
privileges of a prisoner of war." 


Article 56 of the same section pro- 


vides: "A prisoner of war is subject to 
no punishment for being a public ene- 
my, nor is any revenge to be wreaked 
upon him by the intentional infliction 
of any suffering or disgrace, by cruel 
imprisonment, want of JJood, by mutila- 
tion, death or any other barbarity." 


Article 59 provides: "A prisoner of 


war remains auswerable for bis crimes 
committed against a captor's army or 
people committed before he was cap- 
tured and for which he has not been 
punished by uis own authorities. All 
prisoners of war are liable to the inflic- 
tion of retaliatory measures." 


Aguinaldo will be treated as a leader 


and uot as an ordinary'insurgent. His 
fate will be either deportation to Guam 
or imprisonment in Manila until such 
time as he can be intrusted with his 
liberty after having taken the oath of 
allegiance to the United* States. It is 
not supposed that any proceedings for 
treason will be taken against Aguinal 
do. 


Many army ofncers expressed the 


opinion that the disposition of Agui 
naldo would prove troublesome. Sec- 
retary Root said he remembered the 
capture of Jefferson Davis, also the ar- 
rest of Willi'am M. Tweed, both of 
which embarrassed the authorities. He 
supposed Aguinaldo would be treated 
the same as other high officers of the 
insurgents who hove been taken by 
the Americans. 


Another phase of the question, relat- 


ing to the proclamations and orders of 
Aguinaldo tending to secure the assas 
sinaticn aud massacre of Americans. 
Europeans and friendly Filipinos with 
out regard to their activity in the pros 
ecuiion of the war on tlie insurgents, 
was discussfd. 
It was said that in 


case these proclamations and orders 
could be proved Aguinaldo would be 
subject to a trial by a military commis- 
sion for violation of the rules of war, 
and he c-ould uot claim immunity un- 
der ihe ordinary conduct of war. 


Secretary Oay said be had little ap- 


prehension that the famous chieftain 
•would be martyrized, because he was 
sure that tho military authorities 
would deal with him in such a manner 
as to avoid tho least pretense for com- 
plaint of tlipir severity. 


Ariuy officers who are acquainted by 


personal experience with the treacher- 
ous side oT the Filipino character de- 
clare that Punston undoubtedly took 
his life in his hands when, with his 
little support of four white men and a 
small body of natives of unknown loy- 
alty, he ventured into tne lair of the 
insurgent leader. Past experience has 
shown the great danger of trusting the 
natives too far. 


Sixto Lopez, formerly secretary to 


Aguinaldo. speaking of the Filipino 
chief's capture, said the other day that 
any cue of the principal generals, Ti- 
nio, 
Mascardo. Alejandrino, Maxilon, 


Cailles or Arejola. would make as 
good, or, in the opinion of many Fili- 
pinos, better leaders than Aguinaldo. 


"It would be idle," be continued, "to 


suppose luat Ajruinaldo's capture, as- 
suming that it is a fact, will have no 
effect upon the Filipinos. But the ef- 
fect upon the war will to some extent 
depend upon the way In which Agui- 
naldo is treated. It would be best, as a 
matter of policy, I should say, for the- 
United States jrovrrnrr.oi't r.ot to deal 
severely with him. Otherwise it will 
make the Filipinos even more deter- 
tolned, If that were possible. 
Natu- 


rally, I think the United States govern- 
nxnit ought to tront'witb him and ob- 
tain an authoritative statement of the 
desires of tho Filipfnofe. ^Jt it is not 


When asked the other 
afternoon 


what he -believed the government of 
the United States should do with Agui- 
naldo, President Schurman of Cornell 
university aud president of the first 
Philippine commission, spoke as fol- 
lows, says an Ithaca (N. Y.) dispatch 
to the New York Times: 


''In my mind there is no doubt as to 


what should be done with the captured 
Insurgent chief. 
America seeks no 


vengeance ou the Filipinos. Aguinaldo 
has shown that he possesses adminis- 
trative ability of a high order, and just 
as soon as he follows his late colleagces 
in taking the oath of allegiance to the 
United States and recognizes the sov- 
ereignty of the United States we should 
make use of him as an administrator 
in the archipelago. 
L should think 


that it would be a very wise thing to 
make him a governor of Cavite or of 
one of the Tagalog provinces. 


"But if the government should deem 


it unwise to appoint him to rule over a 
portion of his own race I sl'ould think 
It a most desirable thing to make him 
a governor over one of the provinces* 
inhabited by people of a different race, 
as, for instance, over Ilaconos of north- 
ern Luzon or over the Visayans of Ho- 
llo. 


"The war in the Philippines is over 


and has been ever since the islanders 
have realized that as a result of the 
presidential election there was to be no 
change in the war policy of the Wash- 
ington government. The great prob- 
lem for us to solve, then, is the prob- 
lem of establishing a good government 
In the islands. It is to be solved by 
our using the natural 'leaders, the Fili- 
pino leaders, who acknowledge Ameri- 
can supremacy and by giving the dif- 
ferent peoples all the self government 
of which they are capable, as well as 
representation In the general govern- 
ment in Manila, which must, however, 
be kept under American control. 
For 


the happiness of the Filipinos and in 
the interest of the republic this is the 
solution of the problem."

IRON OF THE WORLD. 


Race of the United States With Great 


Britain For Leadership. 


Four hundred years ago the entire 


•world produced and found use for 60,- 
000 tons of iron annually. 
Today it 


produces and uses 40,000,000 tons ev- 
ery year, a growth so marvelous as to 
surpass belief were it not verified by 
figures which cannot be disputed, says 
W. J. Lampton In Ainslee's Magazine 
for April. Four hundred years ago the 
United States was not in existence. In 
1585 iron qre was discovered in what 
Is now North Carolina, and the first at- 
tempt to manufacture it was made in 
Virginia in 1619. 
In 1643-5 a blast 


furnace was built at Lynn, Mass., and 
three years later a forge was erected. 
Interference by legislation of the Brit- 
ish parliament stopped the work for a 
time, but it was resumed later, and in 
1740 1,000 tons of iron were produced. 
In 1790 the United States gave to the 
world 30,000 tons of iron and was ex- 
ceeded among iron producing countries 
by Great Britain, France and Germa- 
ny. 
In 1800 it produced 40.000 tons, 


tying with Germany. Then it went 
forward at great: leaps until 1870, when, 
with an output of 1,670,000 tons, it 
passed France and stood second to 
Great Britain, the leader of the iron 
world for 400 years. 


For about 25 years the- jfcwo great na- 


tions stood in this relation, the United 
States gaining a little one year, to lose 
it another, but in 1890» after a Titanic 
race of over 100 years, we forged to the 
front and led the leader of the world 
of nations with the production of 9,202,- 
703 tons, an increase over the British 
output of 1.308,489 tons. We held the 
lead for three years, but in 1894 we 
lost it, to gain it again in 1895, to lose 
It in 189G. but in 1897 we led again, and 
again in 1SOS, and in 1899, with our out- 
put of 13.620,703 tons, exceeding that 
of Great Britain by 4,315,394 tons, we 
have put our great competitor out of 
the race. This excess over Great Brit- 
ain's product is greater than our en- 
tire annual output of but 14 years ago. 


Verily, for the youngest of the great 


nations we have done exceedingly well, 
and we shall hold the position we have 
reached because our youth gives us the 
advantage of illimitable fields of fuel 
and ore which are as yet practically 
untouched and easy of access, while 
those of the old countries In competi- 
tion have been worked almost to the 
limit Under such conditions it is safe 
to predict that the United States will 
not only lead the world in iron produc- 
tion, but in time will supply all the 
nations of the earth with their iron. 
That this country has so rapidly reach- 
ed first place and already produces 
nearly 35 per cent of the world's prod- 
uct is earnest of what It can do when 
its full energies and resources are 
brought into active operation.

Not eren nil of the happy possessor* ol 


deposits* in savings banks are aware of 
the care that hedges about a passbook. 
That knowledge generally corues only to 
the smaller number who, being depos- 
itors, lose their passbooks and generally 
underrate the gain of their experience 
because of the temporary trouble and in- 
convenience. 
When a man loses his 


passbook, if he is a prudent man, which 
most depositors are, he immediately in- 
forms his bank- of his loss. He U proba- 
bly surprised to find that the officials 
are as fully prsparcd for this emergency 
as for their daily dinners. He is not only 
requested to advertise the loss, but spe- 
cifically to advertise it in a prescribed 
form, a printed blank being handed to 
him to be filled iu and given to the news- 
papers for iuifrtion. In this way a con- 
stant reader of tha advertising columns 
may in time learn by heart the respective 
forms used by all the savings banks. 


This is a reason for all this. "A pass- 


book," as a savings bank1 manager of 30 
years' experience pointed out to an in- 
quirer, "is a negotiable asset and can 
be used as collateral security for a loan. 
Loans are made on such security by 
business banks, but in such a case the 
bank making the loan will notify the 
savings bank as a matter of course. But 
suppose the depositor who knows that if 
he draws $100, say, on Dec. 20, he will 
lose the interest on it for nearly six 
months chooses to go to a private in- 
dividual for the loan of that sum and so 
save the interest. The private individual 
who lends the money on a passbook is not 
at all likely to take the precaution 01 
notifying VLB, and that leaves both him, 
and us open to fraud. For that reason 
we never issue a new passbook to re- 
place an old one supposed to be lost un- 
til we are sure that the loss has been 
duly advertised. The interval allowed to 
elapse faefoiv it is considered safe to is- 
sue a new book varies. In this institu- 
tion we have no fixed time, but use a 
certain discretion in every case. 
After 


that we require an affidavit from the 
depositor, and then we give him his new 
passbook. 


"No," the bank official continued, with 


a smile, "it very seldom happens that any 
intention to defraud is discovered. What 
happens in 75 per cent of these cases is 
that the man who has been positive of 
having lost his passbook ends by coming 
in with a sheepish look to tell us that the 
book was all the time just where he put 
it. To be sure, if we did not take these 
precautions it would be just possible for 
a man to obtain a new passbook on false 
pretenses and for his confederate to draw 
out tho whole of his deposit in his name, 
because the possession of John Smith's 
passbook is taken as sufficient evidence 
that the possessor is John Smith, and the 
depositor's signature in our books might 
not be referred to by the teller. But that 
trick is not likely to succeed. A teller 
learns to know every signature as surely 
as other men know faces without being 
able to describe the individual features, 
and there would be pretty sure to be 
something unfamiliar in the forged signa- 
ture. Still, according to up to date meth- 
ods of banking it is not enough to be 
pretty sure. No possible chance of fraud 
must be left even to the most honest. An 
honest man has very little opportunity to 
display his virtue iu these days." — New 
ypjk Tribune.

The feature of local interest at yes- 


terday's session of the Troy conference 
was the report of Presiding .Elder D. 
W. Gates, for the Troy district. The re- 
port was in part as fo'»ows:* 


There has been no material change 


in) the boundaries of the Troy district 
during the past year. While the vis- 
ible organizations remain the same we 
may hope that a richer 
measure 


of 
the 
more 
abundant 
life 


that Christ came 
to 
give 
flows 


through the old forms of effort There 
has been a reaching up after the power 
that comes from touching the 
live 


spiritual wires that overhang every 
Christian! effort. 
We have b-' an deal- 


ing with the seen and the unseen. We 
can weigh, measure and estimate the 
seen, but the unseen cannot be anlily- 
zed or described, and yet we have 
reckoned on its presence and power or 
else the seen has beenl disappointing 
and useless. The purpose of the seen 
is hidden in the unseen, and all organ- 
ized human effort is but a means to a 
higher arJd spiritual end. 


Of the fifty appointments of the dis- 


'trict not one pastor has fallen by the 
hand of death, or halted for more than 
a brief period by reason of severe ill- 
ness. The pastor at Williamstown was 
severely injured ini midwinter by being 
violently thrown from 
his carriage. 


Fortunately -his good wife, who was 
with him, escaped all harm, while he 
was almost miraculously 
preserved 


from sudden death. After a few waeks- 
of patient suffering he was again at 
his post of duty, his kind people and 
neighboring brethren having supplied 
his work during his disability. 
The 


homes of the preachers have been re- 
markably exempt 
from the unusual 


sickness prevailing for months in al- 
most every community. Death 
has 


plucked but one trophy 'from nearly 
fifty parsorJages, and this was an in- 
fant daughter of bright promiae trans- 
lated from the precious 
family of 


Brother and Sister Ten 
Broeck of 


South Cambridge. 


The material interests have had a 


healthy growth. Nearly all the cnurcli 
property is in good condition. Several 
paisonages and churches have been 
greatly improved. 


The North Adams church has com- 


pleted its eiegarit parsonage at a cost 
of nearly $10,000, exclusive of the lot. 
The site is one of the finest in the city. 
In architectural beauty, style of exter- 
. -r and interior finish, as well as con- 
venience of appointments-, it has not 
its superior, if an equal, within the 
bounds of the conference. 


During the previous years of the 


twentieth century thank offering period 
many of the churches1 liquidated their 
church debts. Some have completed 
the work this year. 


The Epworth league chapters are in 


a prosperous condition. The district 
organization, numbering more than! 
4,000 members and 1.600 juniors', effi- 
ciently officered by the laity, as we be- 
lieve it ought to be, held one of the 
most successful conventions in its his- 
tory inl Grace church last October. The 
pastors find assistance in all depart- 
ments of work from these young peo- 
ple's organizations. Nor are the vari- 
ous women's societies declining in inter 
est. 
Their successful contentions zfll 


give evidence of life and growth. 


The benevolences have not been ne- 


glected. Special effort.has been neces- 
sary to successfully present these 
causes to the peopiC so as to secure the 
amounts of former years. At the usual 
time for taking the larger collection^ 
general sickness prevailed to such an 
extent as to greatly lessen the size 
of the congregations and embarrass 
the pastor's plans for reaching the peo- 
ple. 
This, together with the fact that 


every congregationl was visited by an 
agent of the twentieth century thank 
offering fund and subscriptions solicit- 
ed for conference educational objects, 
made the work of securing the usual 
amounts for benevolence very difficult. 
It is hoped that these embarrassments 
have been la?gely ovei-come and that 
the collections will not fall below 
those ot last year. If they do it will 
hot be because a large effort has not 
been made. 


The forward movement has enlgaged 


general attention and effect. It is ex- 
pected that statistics will show a large 
number of probationers. While no one 
revival has reached the magnitude of 
some of former years, yet there has 
been a large number of revivals. Evan- 
gelists of various grades have been em- 
ployed to a less extent and with less 
success than heretofore. The impres- 
sion seems to be deepening that the 
best possible evangelist is the church, 
incluam'g the pastor as the leader of 
the Lord's host, 
and 
that 
twelve 


months of progress, howe\*jr slow, i« 
better than one month of rapid move- 
ment, if it must be followed by eleven 
months of practical rest. 


Tne financial plants adoprpfl by the 


churche- aic usually very imperfect 
ai.u much more imperfectly worked, 
fiiu yet nearly all, if not quite ali, will 
receive their promised salaries. There 
are portions m. the district where the 
churches are weakening financially by 
reason1 of deaths and removals, and 
where pastors find the support very 
meagre and difficult to secure. The 
problem of the country church has not 
yet been solved- But the pastors are 
willing to face hard work and email 
pay if they may but fulfill their high 
calling in Christ Jesus. The days of 
heroism are not yet past. We cheer- 
fully testify to the great faithfulness of 
the pastors of the Troy district, anU 
refer the conference to the statistical 
tables, which will give evidence, in 
part only, to the large amount of ex- 
cellent work done. 


With a deep sense 'o£ gratitude to 


Gnd for that gowl health which hss en- 
abled we to meet all ensagetnen'ts 
without the embarrassment of even a 
severe cold, and for the uniform kind- 
ness and hospitality o'f my brethren 
and their families whicti have helped 
me to make my work not a tas'k but a 
conbtanl delight, I clor,e this paitial 
report of the Troydistrics. 


Whitney

ed to wait on a number of persons in 
the city in regard to employing union 
help, and Lhis committee reported that 
AVhitney brothers were the or.ly ones 
who would not at least meet thfe com- 
mittee or arrange for a meeting. 


Yesterday's trouble at the milk depot 


and Richmond hotel, as reported in 
yesterday's Transcript, was brought 
up, and the union expresed a wish to 
have it understood that there was nq^ 
grievance against either the Richmonds- 
or the milk compariy, the trouble com- 
ing purely as a result of the employ- 
ment of a couple of Whitney's teams 
After the action of the union last eve- 
ning the plumbers' union will be up- 
held by all union1 men. 


A communication was received from 


the Pittsfield C. L. U. asking North 
Adams unions to go to Pittsfleld o 
Labor Day for a celebration. The mat- 
ter was referred to the "Labor Day 
committee." It is understood that the 
Adams and Greenfield un'ions, though 
young, would like 
to 
entertain the 


North Adams unions on Labor day, 
and nothing definite has been decided. 


The bakers' uni'on reported that Hat- 


ton, 
the baker, now employs union help 


and that his bakery is now a un'ion 
shop. The "unfair" was therefore re- 
moved. 


A committee was appointed to visit 


the Adams C. -L TJ. Sunday. 


The proposition was made that a 


subscription be taken for the putting 
up of a labor union buildin'g in the city 
as so'on as possible, but nothing more 
was done in regard to this. The unions 
are now looking forward to having 
such a building, and a fund has been 
started for that purpose, but it is n'ot 
the general opinion that the unionfe are 
yet in condition to go ahead with the 
matter. 


FOSBURG TRIAL TO COST $8000 


That Amount Asked tor by the County 


Commissioners 


Report was made in yesterday's 


Transcript that the legislative com- 
mittee 'on counties has reported as an 
additional item in the Berkshire county 
tax one of $8000 for criminal costs in 
the superior court. This amount the 
county commissioners a&ked 
for 
to 


cover the expenses incident to the triaj 
of Robert S. Fosburg for manslaughter 
next July. 
! 


The commissioners state that J5000 


is a fair estimate of the c'ost of the 
trial to the county unless an appeal is 
takenj and then additional costs would 
arise. 
They asked for $8000 on the 
i 


ground that the trial might be lon§ 
and costly, inasmuch as many witness- 
es will be examined, expert evidence 
secured, and the hundred anld one ad- 
ditional expenses that come up in a big 
trial that can not be estimated closely. 


The Coy trial cost the county over 


$5500 ana the Ten Eyck trial before it 
much more so that the commissioners 
irJ asking for $8000 for the trial do not 
feel that they have asked too much. 


The committee on county appropria- 


tions has also granted the commission- 
ers the right to raise $7000 for the 
Greylock roads. Last year ab'out $6000 
was expended for roads there and some 
where near three-quarters of a mile of 
road was built. It is expected that 
the appropriation just reported 
will 


complete the road building so far as 
the county is concernted. The commis- 
sioners are to let the road building by 
contract and within a month bids call- 
ing- for the completion of ..he contracts 
begun last year will be open'ed. The 
mountain road stood the effects' of thi 
severe winter well. It 
is washed in 


some pa~rts but that was to be ex- 
pected and repairs can be made with- 
out heavy c'ost.

for a very small audience. Where the 
night before minstrelsy had drawn a 
crowded house, one of the best of or- 
chestras could find scarcely 150 people 
who' wanted to buy seats. 


The small audience was evidently a 


sad disappointment to Mr. Mollenhauer 
under whose stress he-showed that he 
can conduct an orchestra much better 
than he can conduct himself. For Mr. 
Mollenhauer was sulky, and not a 
pleasing spectacle. He found toe audi- 
en'ce, though small, extremely 
en- 


thusiastic, but he persistently refused 
to be friends with it. Rarely is a con- 
cert heard where leader and audience 
are so little in touch with each other. 
It was an almost ludicrous contrast to 
the relations established by Sousa with 
his audience 
Tuesday evening, 
foi 


Sousa as we*, as any man knows tho 
value of keeping close to his hearers all 
the time. Mr. Moilenhauer—he should 
almost be called Master Mollenhauer— 
declined with a scrunching positiveness 
to acknowledge the sincere tributes of 
applause, much iess to ai'ow an encore. 
But the height of his infatuation! with 
his own bitterness was reached when 
he closed the concert, still debtor to 
the program by one number. 


That so few people cared to hear Mr 


Mollenhauer's orchestra was^ hardly tc 
be considered the fault of those who 
did care, but Mr. Mollenhauer chose to 
act as if he regarded the audience sole 
ly responsible for the failure 'of others 
to attenkl. 
In sp.<.e of former royal 


welcomes to this city, Mr. Mollenhauer 
probably will not care to bring his or- 
chestra to North Adams again unles? 
he can be assured of a more general re- 
sponse. It is certain that North Adams 
does not care to have Mr. Mollenhauer 
do so unless those who buy seats to 
hear him can! be assured of more rea- 
sonable treatment. Mr. Mollenhauer's 
churlishness is even more inexplicable 
when it is recalled that he is not* a 
stranger to small houses.

evening to an audience as small as yes 
terday's.
